whereby "the poison is not de-
tected.”

He also points out that ants
may. be ‘discouraged by keeping
sweet or fatty foods in tightly-
covered jars and by keeping the
kitchen sink clean and frée from
food. Stacks of old lumber, piles
of leaves or other rubbish in the
back yard should be removed
becquse they serve as possible
nesting ‘places for ants.
